It covered eleven n otes

it Is Sa id In Pa ris Tha t Tre a ty Ha s 
Be e n Agre e d Upon. 
Paris, Dec. 2.—It is believ ed that 
Japan and R ussia are on the v erge 
of a settlem ent of the far E astern con­ 
trov ersy which prom ises to dissipate 
the war cloud that has been hanging 
ov er both countries. 
This settlem ent 
will be the result of the negotiations 
which hav e been in progress for some 
tim e past, and which were assisted by 
the friendly representations of France 
to R ussia and of G reat Britain to Jap­ 
an. 
The two nations hav e practically 
agreed upon the basis of a treaty, the 
signing of which 
can be prev ented 
only 
by 
some 
unexpected 
dev elop­ 
m ents. 
The basis of this forthcom ing 
settlem ent Is: 
Russia will accept the 
two agreem ents entered Into by Japan 
and Korea dated 1896 and 1898 re­ 
spectiv ely, under which Japan secured 
v arious rights in Korea, including the 
m aintenance of a garrison at Seoul. 
In exchange for this concession Japan 
will accept R ussia’s treaty with China, 
respecting M anchuria. 
It is believ ed, though this cannot be 
stated as positiv e, that Japan and Rus­ 
sia will reiterate their support of the 
principles of the "open door” and the 
integrity of China and of Korea. 
In 
diplom atic and official circles here 
considerable gratification is expressed 
at the ’satisfactory stage upon which 
the negotiations between Russia and 
Japan hav e now entered 
D uring the recent v isit of Count 
I.amsdorff, the R ussian foreign m in­ 
ister, to Paris, on which occasion he 
accom panied 
the czar, 
France and 
Great B ritain, as a result of the en­ 
tente 
existing 
betw een 
them , 
had 
agreed to use their Influence with R us­ 
sia and Japan respectiv ely for the pur­ 
pose of securing an am icable agree­ 
m ent of the 
questions 
in 
dispute. 
W hen Count Lam sdorff 
arriv ed, M. 
Delcasse, the French foreign m inister, 
took occasion to point out the interest 
which France had in a peaceful solu­ 
tion of the difficulty. 
At the sam e 
tim e M. Delcasse told Count Lam sdorff 
that it was clearly understood that no 
m atter what the result, there would be 
no change, generally speaking, in the 
attitude of France toward Russia. 
Count Lam sdorff fully appreciated 
the delicacy of the French represen­ 
tation. but explained that the policy 
of the Russian gov ernm ent tended to a 
peaceful solution. 
In the m eantim e 
Great B ritain had been m aking ener­ 
getic 
representations 
to the Tokio 
gov ernm ent 
Diplom ats therefore giv e 
considerable credit to the respectiv e 
allies of the two disputants for the 
m oderation which has prev ailed in the 
Russian and Japanese councils.

The statem ent In v erse 3 that “Solo­ 
mon lov ed the Lord*’ Is about the best 
thing that could be saki of bim, but it 
is not so grand as that in II Sam. xii, 
24, 25, “the Lord lov ed him ,” nor is it 
so great as tbe significance of his name 
Jedidiah. the belov ed of tbe Lord. Our 
lov e to God is so poor compared w ith 
His lov e to us that it is neither w orth 
singing about nor talking about; it la 
too often som ething like Solomon’s, 
w ho, though he w alked in the statutes 
of Dav id, his father, yet sacrificed and 
burned incense in high places and made 
affinity w ith Pharaoh. 
There is little 
whole heartedness for God notw ith­ 
standing ll Chron, xv i, 9. 
The ark of God w as in a ten t which 
Dav id had pitched for it in Jerusalem , 
but tbe tabernacle and altar of burnt 
offering were at Gibeon (ll Chron. L 
3, 4), and thither Solomon and all the 
congregation had gone to offer sacri­ 
fice, and there the Lord appeared to 
Solomon in a dream by night, aud God 
said to him. Ask w hat I shall giv e thee. 
The Lord’s appearing to H is serv ants 
is a most Interesting and inspiring 
study from tbe tim e when He clothed 
Adam and Ev e (Gen. iii, 21) and on­ 
ward, but as in tbe olden time so now 
H is usual method is to rev eal H im self 
by His word (I Sam. iii, IS). 
The 
Lord’s offer to Solomon a t this time re­ 
minds us of Est. v . 3. 6; I Kings, x, 
13; Luke xv iii, 41; M att. Til, 7; xxi. 22; 
John xiv , 13, 14; xv , 7; Isa. xiv , ll, I. c. 
But w hat do we know' of the power of 
such w ords? 
How much do we ask 
and receiv e, or w hat do w e know of the 
great and m ighty things of Jer. xxxiil, 
3? 
Solomon's reply to God begins with 
an acknow ledgm ent of great mercies to 
his father and to himself, a thing most 
appropriate in all our approaches to 
God (Prov . ill, 6 ; Phil, iv , 6). 
Notice 
the w ords “thou hast” In fiv e different 
connections in this prayer—thou hast 
showed, kept, giv en, made, chosen, giv ­ 
ing all the glory to God in all these 
things- 
We are reminded of D av id’s 
prayer in I Chron, xxix, 10-19, w here 
he acknowledges so hum bly his own 
nothingness and God’s greatness and 
bounty, using the pronouns Thou, Thy, 
Thine, Thee, at least tw enty times. 
O ur highest place is lying low’ a t our 
Redeem er’s feet, glorying not in wis­ 
dom nor m ight nor riches, but in know ­ 
ing Him who is in H im self all wisdom 
and w ealth and pow’er (Jer. ix. 23. 24). 
His conscious weakness and igno­ 
rance Solomon sets forth in the words 
“I am but a little child; I know not 
bow to go out or come in” (v erse 7), re­ 
m inding us of Jer. I, 6. 
If he had al­ 
w ays rem ained consciously weak and 
had leaned w’holly on the Lord how 


of the petit jury. 
Out of fifty-fiv e in­ 
dictm ents returned by the grand Jury, 
not a man who has been arrested has 
escaped punishm ent. 
In ev ery case a 
conv iction or a plea of guilty was ob­ 
tained and not a single v erdict for ac­ 
quittal has been returned.
